Comum.-sioners of Baltimore, at the instance 
of Gi vy. Swan, the following propositions: 

‘Is!. That each set of commissioners cause 
s-paiate polls to be opened in the several elec- 
thon districts, and receive such votes as may 
be decided legal by the judges of election, and 
have those votes classified and sent to the State 
Legislature and to Congress. 

The Police Commissioners respectfully de- 
clined to entertain this proposition, as it would 
be contrary to the Election Law of the State, 
and by accepting it they would be guilty of 
worse malfeasence than any that had been 
charged against them; that it was their pur- 
pose te cenduct the election strictly in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law and con- 
stitution of the State, and that it waa not in 
their a to make any agreement that con- 
flicted with the law. 

The next proposifion made was substantially 
as fullows: That the old commissioners appoint 
one Conservative judge of the three to be ap- 
pointed at each pull; these three to receive the 
votes of those who are fuund to be upon the 
several registers; that two ballot boxes be 
used, in one of which are to be deposited the 
votes accepted and in the other the votes re- 
jected. The first part of this proposition was 
simply in accordance with a pledge ade by 
Mr. Alexander before Gov. Swan while the 
charges against the commissioners were being 
juvestigated. It was made then as a conces- 
sion by the party in powet te the Conservatives 
to preserve peace, and the commissioners 
having alr@ady officially announced in the 
morning papers that they would appoint 
one jude and one clerk in each precinct from 
the Conservative party, there was, of course, 
no objection te the remainder, it being fully 
covered by the provisions of the Registry Law, 
of course a portion of the proposition. 

New York, November 6. 

On Friday last the Atlantic Steamship Com- 
pany was enjoined by Judge Brady, of the 
Court of Cemmon Pleas, from transferring 
the newly created capital stock of the Compa- 
ny —about}$&,000,000. The original stock was 
$4,000,000, but at a late meeting it was dou- 

led, with the understanding, it is alleged, 
that the new stock should not be put into the 
market for six months, dating from July, 
1866. The complaint set forth that the stock 
was being disposed of contrary to this agree- 
ment, and an injunction was therefore granted.

Janeiro, October 10,

_ Another battle took place at Fort Curapity 
on the 22d of September. The gunboats en- 
gaged the fort from the river, while the allied 
storming columns attacked the Paraguayan 
lines in the midst of a shower of grape and 
musketry, and nobly captured the first §paral- 
lels. They failed, however, to take the _sec- 
ond, and were compelled to retire, after bav- 
ing sustained a loss of 5,000 mer and having 
had several gunboats disabled. General Flo- 
res returned to Montevideo with the rest of 
the Oriental army. Great excitement pre- 
vails, and further operations are suspended. 

The Herald’s City of Mexico correspond- 
ence says: Maximilian appointed Marshal 
Bazaine temporary Regent. and took his de- 
parture for Vera Cruz on the 21st ult., going 
a round-about way to avoid meeting General 
Castlemeau, whofwas at the same time en route 
from Vera Cruz to Mexico. The Ministry, 
upon hearing of the appointment of Lazaine, 
immediately resigned. Castlemeau arrived at 
the capital on the 23d ult., and took upon 
bimself the ministration of the government. 


An Austrian frigate at Vera Cruz was await- 


ing Maximilian’s arrival to depart for Eu- 
rope. General Castlemeau, it is understood, 
brought orders to Maximilian to turn his em- 
pire over to Bazaine. 

General Sherman and Colonel Campbell,
